previous work of twenty-four or five 
years in th e church had really been a 
life of developm ent, fitting him for the 
herculean task 
before him. 
About 
this tim e ho becam e acquainted with 
an eccentric Q uaker—W illiam M artin 
—an abolitionist and tetotaler, whose 
warlike attack s on 
th e wrongs he 
hated were in strong contrast with the 
peaceful tenets of his faith. Martin saw 
in M athew 
the 
elem ents which

him self lacked and which were 
n e c e s­ 
sary to a successful com bat with tho 
crying evil of his ag e.

cured 150,000 nam es to his pledg e of 
total 
abstinenee. 
Com m encing 
at 
Cork, bo traversed the principal eiti« -s 
of Ireland. 
A t N enag h 20,000 pledg es 
were secured in one day; at Gal wav 
100,000 in tw o days: and in Dublin 70,- 
000 in five days. 
In 1841 Father Mat­ 
hew carried the cam paig n 
into 
Eng ­ 
land, visiting , am ong other places the 
cities of Liverpool, 
M anchester and 
Ixmdon. 
H aving in his work exh au st­ 
ed his fortune, tho Queen grant« « i him 
a pension of ¿‘300 a year: 
a fact the 
speaker did not mention, we believe, 
in 1*51 Father M athew visited the I . 
S., where his journeys were a continous 
ovation. 
In W ashing ton he was g rant­ 
ed the p rivileg e of the floor of the Sen­ 
ate, a privileg e granted to only one 
other rnan in the history of the nation;

H ere failing health adm onished him to

manner. 
They recur to the aneestrnl 
manners in a way that is always the 
tamo, 
Each stallion has his follow ing 
of inures, ranging front a few up to 40 
and even 50, and these parties may Is* 
separate or handl'd together in herds of 
zonsideralde size, even, it is said, 400 
« trotig. 
The young and the weak mares 
remain with a scanty or even no follow 
ing 
Til« stallion has to maintain his 
supremo« y by frequent combats, w hich 
es|*ietally oeenr at certain seasons of the 
year. The anim als are suspicious in the 
extreme, swift in flight, but hdd in do 
ferine w ith tooth aild heel in emergency 
They range extensively in search of pas 
turo and water, and when hard pressed 
by danger and famine the herds break 
up. 
It is said that each troop has a 
leader and im plicitly ubevs him. 
He is 
the first to face danger » "« I g ive the hint 
to fljT. 
When pressed, the horses form a 
ring, with tie« mares and foals hi the 
y 11 ter, and defend themselves vigorous 
rv w ith their heels, or they close in on 
their opponent in dense 
masses 
and 
trample him to deat h. 
It is distinctly proved, then, that 
thorn can he nnahong iuul or wild horse 
in either America or Australia, although 
there are t<*ns of thousands of unknown 
horses. Tradition points to central Asia 
as the orig inal abode of the horse, and 
there the orig inal stock of w ild horses 
may still possibly exist. Darw in ’s state 
merit that no aboriginal or truly wild 
horse is known to exist must, still be 
held as explaining the exact position of 
this question. Hut we must supplement 
it by* stating that it is not certain that 
truly w ild horses do not exist, and, on 
th*' whole, conclude that the evidence 
is in favor of tho existence of the w ild 
horse in central Asia, but that w e have 
no evidence as to his jM'digrisi in rela­ 
tion to domestication. 
The w ild horse 
of the British islands is now practically 
the Mhetluml pony, but he is not the 
powerful animal described by Linar. 
Tha domesticated animal everywhere, 
however, I everts very easily to the sav 
age state. The paces of a w ild horse are 
a walk and gallop. 
The double and the 
canter are artificial, and it is still a 
mooted question as to whether tin- wild 
horse ever tro ts.— Paper Head Before 
the Bombay Historical Society.

The Hansons have a place in French 
history, not only boenase they continued 
so long to hold their odious office, but 
because tw o of their numlier, a father 
and son, held office during the evil « lays 
of tho reign of terror, when they were 
kept so busily engaged w ith their g uil 
lotine. 
The last of t ho Hanson dynasty 
was dism issed from his jiost in the reign 
of Louis Philipi*« , in 1847, under re 
markable circumstances. 
Although he 
had 
inherited a comfortable fortune 
from his father, the executioner <«f the 
revolution, he g ot into pecuuiary diffi 
eulties and was g uilty of pawning his 
g uillotine, surely the moat lugubrious 
pledge ever taken by mortal pawubro 
ker. An order came from the procurator 
g« 'iieral for the execution of a crim inal, 
and the necessary apparatus was not 
forthcoming Tho prison authorities had 
perforce to got it out of pawn, and the 
execution took place. 
But the last, of 
tho Hansons was informed that his serv 
ices would po longer t*o required. What 
became of him afterward d« ** not ap 
I » ear to Isi known.— London News.
